Homework,  dorm  life  and...  Romania!  The  face  of  Charleston  Southern's  academic  programs  is 
rapidly  changing.  Through  the  office  of  international  programs,  students  and  teachers  are  able  to  study, 
research,  minister  and  serve  on  a  global  level.  Despite  being  in  operation  for  just  a  little  over  three  years, 
the  international  program  sends  students  and  teachers  to  destinations  that  include:  Canada,  England, 
Ghana.  Romania,  Ethiopia,  Scotland,  Thailand  and  Wales.  The  department  is  considering  trips  to  China, 
Costa  Rica  and  Mexico.  "These  international  study  trips  help 
students  to  gain  a  different  perspective  on  the  courses  they  are 
taking..."  says  education  professor,  Dr.  Don  Clerico.  Students 
can  choose  to  study  overseas  for  their 
education,  work  to  be  of  service  to  the 
surrounding  residents  or  do  both.  Such 
trips  can  take  from  one  to  three  weeks 
or  a  full  semester.

We  all  know  that  there  is  no  cooking  like  home  cooking.  While  living  on  campus  students  may  not  be  able  to 
receive  their  favorite  meal  as  often  as  they  would  like.  Yet,  the  CSU  dining  services  does  its  best  to  accommodate  the 
students  while  they  are  "home  away  from  home."

Most  collegiate  students  go  through  their  four  (or  five)  years  trying  their  best  to  do  as 
little  extra  work  as  possible.  Their  goal  is  to  get  in,  pass,  and  get  out.  But  when  the  oppor- 
tunity presents  itself,  some  students  rise  to  the  occasion  and  go  above  and  beyond  expecta- 
tions. 

Through  the  Honors  Program  and  through  various  teachers  around  campus,  student 
research  is  offered.  Some  do  it  as  a  class,  some  as  a  project  and  some  just  to  further  their 
education  and  skills. 

To  receive  honors  credit  for  a  class,  a  few  extra  hours  of  hard  work  need  to  be  put 
into  it.  Laura  Crews  explains,  "My  method  of  research  is  not  what  one  would  typically  call 
research.  Most  of  it  was  trying  to  prove  important  theorems  about  Hamiltonian  graphs. 
This  work  was  then  presented  to  CSU  faculty  and  students.  Since  this  is  not  the  typical 
idea  of  research,  the  benefits  are  not  as  much  to  society,  but  more  for  us  and  our  education 
and  higher  thinking  skills."  Motivation  to  improve  education  is  what  the  Honors  program 
strives  to  do. 

Then  there  is  what  most  people  think  about  when  you  mention  the  word  research, 
the  process  of  being  in  a  lab,  using  goggles  and  test-tubes  and  setting  out  to  cure  cancer.  Of 
course,  CSU  isn't  quite  at  the  cancer  curing  level,  but  some  of  Dr.  Erin  Burke's  students  are 
learning  more  than  they  anticipated  about  biochemistry  and  working  with  proteins,  DNA 
tags  and  strains  of  bacteria. 

Senior  Ashley  King  says,  "I  am  learning  a  lot  about  how  to  manipulate  DNA.  Each 
time  a  procedure  doesn't  work,  I  learn  how  to  get  around  that  obstacle  and  solve  the  prob- 
lem."

How  are  they  going  to  pay  for  books,  an  occasional  movie,  or  the  latest 
trend  at  the  mall  that  they  just  HAVE  to  have?  The  simple  answer,  work-study. 

CSU  employs  hundreds  of  students  all  across  campus.  These  people  have  the  opportunity  to  receive 
spending  money  or  put  it  toward  tuition  based  on  the  type  of  check  they  receive. 

Some  are  eligible  for  FWS,  federal  work-study.  Their  monthly  check  is  paid  by  the  government  and  they 
can  do  with  it  as  they  please,  although  the  smartest  answer  would  be,  of  course,  to  put  it  toward  tuition  or  books. 
Other  students  who  don't  qualify  for  FWS  receive  IWS,  institutional  work-study.  In  these  cases,  the  school  pays 
for  the  hours  that  students  log. 

Working  on  campus  has  its  benefits.  You  see  friends  that  you  normally  wouldn't  get  to  hang  out  with;  it's 
close  which  is  always  convenient,  and  when  it's  slow,  you  don't  have  to  worry  about  getting  yelled  at  for  doing 
homework. 

However,  it's  not  all  fun  and  games.  It's  a  real  job  with  real  responsibilities.  A  work-study  job  will  give 
you  experience  in  the  real  world  and  hopefully  teach  you  to  be  dedicated  to  what  you're  doing.  183
